Councillor Frank Bowser, New- 
market, presided over the meet- 
ing. 

A retail merchants* association 
in each community is a necessity 
in war-time, Mr. MacLeod said. 
The wartime prices and trade 
board will recognize an associa- 
tion and listen to its representa- 
tions, jn a way it cannot listen 
to an individual, said Mr. Mac- 
Leod. 

"Shorten store hours, reduce 
credit and curtail deliveries, in 
order to cut overhead," was Mr. 
MacLeod's advice, and a retail 
merchants* organization was 
needed to carry out these recom- 
mendations. 

Mr. MacLeod, in n detailed re- 
view of the retail merchants' 
war-time problems, warned that, 
due to rationing and curtailed 
supplies of goods, "pilferage is 
on the increase." 

Merchants should not open 
themselves to prosecution by 
obliging customers who have for- 
gotten their ration-books. They 
should reduce their costs by ask- 
ing customers to carry their own 
parcels. 

In the past merchants had 
wasted a good deal of money on 
advertising in programs and fold- 
ers that had no bona fide distri- 
bution, he said. The merchant 
would advertise in some folder 
and then find them dumped in a 
gutter. 

"Whatever types of advertising 
you are using, sport programs or 
newspaper or whatever they may 
be, toko the one that is giving 
you the most coverage and use 
it," said Mr. MacLeod. 

He recalled o big firm which 
used to do a big business, and a 
lot of advertising, and it came to 
the conclusion: "We don't have 
to advertise. We have all the 
business we can do, %> Mr. Mac- 
Leod said: "That firm has little 
business today. Occasionally you 
see little advertisements which it 
publishes. 

"Follow the example of the 
firms which today are advertis- 
ing to the public that they have 
nothing to sell, but that they will

ECONOMIC DEMOCRACY 

The Jiarrie Examiner says: * J George Keen* 
Veteran general secretary of the Co-operative 
Union of Canada, writes the Brsntford Expositor 
against the attempt of the socialists to link up 
their fantastic theories with the perfectly sound 
idea that individuals may organize for the co- 
operative sale or purchase of goods — as free enter- 
prises, taking the usual risks of profit or loss." 

But when did co-operatives become "perfectly 
sound"? The Financial Post regards co-operatives 
as the enemy of other forms of private business. 
In fact, the Post has more to say against co- 
operatives than it has against the Ontario Hydro- 
Blectric, a publicly-owned enterprise. The only 
Post criticism of the Ontario Hydro-Electric that 
we are conscious of is that it should pay the same 
taxes that a privately-owned enterprise would 
pay. £ 

Haven't co-operatives and public ownership a 
good deal in common? Isn't the one as bad or as 
good as the other? Don't both comply with the 
socialist idea! of operation for use rather than pro- 
lit? . The profits of a co-operative go to the 
customers. The profits of public ownership, in 
the case of the Ontario Hydro-Electric, go back 
to the customers in lower selling prices. 

Western Canada has publicly-owned telephone 
systems. Canada has a publicly-owned radio 
System. Canada has a publicly-owned railway 
system, making money at the present time, but 
ordinarily losing money. Canada has publicly- 
owned air-lines, making money now and likely to 
make money for a long time to come. Toronto 
has a publicly-owned street railway system mak- 
ing big money just now, and likely to make 
money at any time. Yonge St. municipalities from 
Blchmond Hill south to Toronto own an electric 
railway, which lost money for years, but is now 
returning a handsome profit. Private enterprise 
would not have kept this railway going, but now, 
With other forms of transportation restricted, 
those served are mighty glad that they carried 
this utility in its dog days. 

How is it possible to distinguish co-operatives, 
however sound they may be, from other "socialist" 
enterprises? "Socialist" means that an enterprise 
has been "socialized" or converted to the use of 
the public, and anyone who cares to join a co- 
operative can share in its patronage dividends. 
How is it possible to condemn wholesale public 
ownership enterprises? 

The argument is made that because a public 
ownership enterprise tan draw on the public 
treasury to cover deficits it does not go out of 
business, as it should if it is inefficient, by the 
jungle law of the survival of the fittest. No doubt 
it is a good law when it eliminates unneeded 
businesses, but it would never eliminate a private- 
ly-owned monopoly and it should not eliminate a 
publicly-owned monopoly. Hie privately-owned 
monopoly would increase its charges to the public 
or seek a government subsidy. The publicly- 
owned monopoly does the same. 

Isn't it a good idea to judge each business on its 
merits, without making sweeping generalizations 
and rulings for or against public ownership, co- 
operatives or private enterprise? Why do we 
have to pidgeon-hole ourselves as "capitalists* or 
"socialists"? The most ardent capitalist believes 
in government operation of the mails and high* . 
ways. The most ardent socialist believes that he 
should have the right to deny himself, today so 
that he may enjoy himself tomorrow. 

Those island-isolated English, in their march 
toward political democracy* ''broadened down 
from precedent to precedent." They took things 
as they came. Free schools, public provision of 
education, came as a shock to Britain's nineteenth 
century conservatives, but they didn't feel that 
public operation of* the educational system had 
turned them into socialists. It was just a change 
that .followed the extension of voting privileges 
to the masses. "We must educate our masters!" 
they said. 

Prime Minister Winston Churchill sets us all a 
good example. He is no socialist, but he is asso- 
ciating in his cabinet with those who do so regard 
themselves. It is broadening him. He is ready 
to welcome changes that are repugnant to many 
of those who are associated with him in the Con- 
servative party. Mr. Churchill says that after 
the war public ownership and private enterprise 
must advance side by side. There is room for 

both. 

And if one proves superior to the other, the 
other will eventually drop out That is the 
British way of doing things. Britain doesn't do 
things the Russian way— become communist and 
then gradually de-socialize until a satisfactory 
balance of private and public enterprise is reach- 
ed. Britain goes slowly, always behind the times, 
never ahead of them, always forward, never 
backward. 

It is not sensible for Canadians to regard the 
British Labor party as something fine, and the 
Canadian C.C.F. as something terrible. Every 
democratic country needs a radical party, just as 
every country needs a conservative party* tye 
need the one to urge us on, and the otherto'cau- 
lion us, "Not too fast." It was Disraeli and the 
British Conservative party who passed the 
sweeping Reform bill of 1867 which Carlylo called 
"shooting Niagara," but it was Gladstone and the 
Liberals who prepared the way for that revolu- 
tion. And it was the same Gladstone who as n 
university student had denounced the Hcform bill 
of 1832 as destined to change the form of govern- 
ment and subvert the social order; .Gladstone be- 
gan his parliamentary career in 18 S3 as a Con- 
servative member for a "rotten bbrougW which 
the Reform bill of 1832 hadiOYOtlooJced, '

THE SOCIALIZATION 
@P BUSINESS 

(Bowmanville Canadian Statesman) 

Perhaps it will be news to many of our readers 
that many of Canada's socialists of the C.C.F. 
party plan to socialize the bulk of business in 
Canada, some of it immediately, if they get power, 
some of it by a process which they call "gradual- 
ism." When our readers hear or read from C.C.F- 
authorities that they intend to nationalize all the 

privately-owned radio stations, take over the in- 
surance companies, wipe out the investment busi- 
ness and socialize the banking system, we ask 
them to bear in mind that this is no isolated item 
of policy. It is part of the piece. The socialists 
aim at taking over everything in the shape of 
business — and perhaps in the shape of land also, 
but we shall reserve that for another article. 

This is the third of our series in which we seek 
to analyze and present to our readers the essen- 
tials — or as we see them, the weaknesses — of 
socialism as advocated by the leading authorities 
of the C.C.F. The C.C.F. aims to bring about 
socialism in Canada. In two books, "Social Plan- 
ning for Canada" and "Democracy Needs Social- 
ism," they have laid down the outline and the 
basis for the socialist policy they hope to apply in 
Canada. They have gone into considerable detail 
about it 

They say, for instance, that it will be necessary 
to nationalize communications — which means 
telegraph, telephone, radio and railways. News- 
papers, of course, are commonly regarded as 
"communications." If you control the newsprint 
supply and you control the means of transmitting 
news, that is to say, the telephone, the telegraph 
and the radio, you certainly control "communica- 
tions" insofar as the press is concerned. 

But that is by no means all. They propose to 
take over all basic industry. They propose to 
take over and nationalize, if they gain office, all 
export and import trade and to operate it through 
government commissions. They propose to 
nationalize the whole field of finance and insur- 
ance and investment business — all with a view to 
abolishing profits, do not forget. 

And after all, what is profit? The working man 
who saves a few dollars and invests them in 
Victory bonds or buys a home is investing the 
profits arising from his labor. The small mer- 
chant has saved up some money and has used it 
to open up, say, a grocery store or a candy shop 
or a dry-goods shop. He is investing the profits 
of his labors in the hope of obtaining for himself 
a little more profit from his investment in busi- 
ness. The socialists plan to place all internal 
trade under a re-organized system of distribution, 
as they call it, conducted by an "internal trade 
commission." Every business will be regulated. 

Planning^ operating and regulation are the three 
terms stressed in this socialist literature, as the 
means for dealing with business. They say: 
"There is no half-way house between capitalism 
and the Co-operative Commonweal Ih." 

If mall's freedom to do business under the law, 
in the way that he chooses, and to look after his 
own affairs and to store up a little profit for him- 
self, is to be removed from him where is the in- 
centive to adventure into those realms of inven- 
tion in business which serve to create more and 
mare employment? 

While the editor is on the subject of national- 

A m 

tzatiun of all of these things, let us look at the 

place where: the socialists say they are going to 

make their start. They are going to begin 
with finance. They are going to take over 
the banks, the insurance companies and the in- 
vestment business generally. . - Why? Because 
they are badly run, non-competitive, contrary to 
the public interest? No, not at all. They admit 
that all of these institutions are excellently run. 
They say that the current criticism of banks, for 
instance, is picayune. That is the word they use 
in their own literature. They say these institu- 
tions are reasonably competitive, that they do not 
make undue profits that they operate under 
government supervision and regulation, that they 
are under constant inspection. Why,. then, do 
they wish to take them over? 

They give their own answer. Just this: "It is 
worthy of final emphasis that a unified and 
socialized banking system would be useless taken 
by itself. Unless they arc part of a general 
scheme of economic planning the banks might as 
well be left alone. So long as the means of pro- 
duction generally remain in private hands, a 
government-owned banking system would merely 
provide one more battleground for the struggles 
of private, acquisitive interests. The essential 
reason for expecting social advantage from a 
nationalized banking system lies in the uses to 
which it could he turned in the field of "economic 
planning." 

They explain elsewhere in the Ixiok that the 
"economic planning" they mean necessarily in- 
cludes taking over all essential industry and ex- 
ternal trade and the control of internal trade by 
the internal trade commission referred to above. 
Beginning with their own starling point, name- 
ly, the proposed "socialization" of finance ami the 
investment business, one could easily liken it to 
the Hitter system of "one at a timet* which has 
proved so deadly in 'Europe. And certainly any 
of our people who might not bestir Ihemselvca In 
opposition: to any sudden political movement to 
nationalize any given interests, or group of Inter- 
ests, would be there with bolls on if they waUzed 
that their own business is equally affected and 
that the proposed socialization of oho thing or »n> 
other, by Ike -!?&.& /$» iftorel^ as .we have soldi 
a part of the spicee.

like the r,uarry slave at night 
scours j to his dungeon but sus- 
tained and soothed by an unfalter- 
ing trust. Approach thy grave like 

one who wraps the drapery of his j 
couch about him and Hen down to 
pleasant dreams." 

Mrs. U H. Bovalr, Newmarket, 
sang with deep feeling and express- 
ion, "Some day the silver cord will 
break," and Mr. Boak pronounced 
the benediction. 

It was an impressive service, for 
the deceased was a familiar figure 
In educational and social circles, 
and his kindly Influence will live 
on In the numerous Uvea he has 
helped to mould. Ills life con- 
sisted largely in cultivating the 
minds and shaping tho lives of the 
men and women of tomorrow. 

Walter Rolling will be remem- 
bered by the hundreds of scholars, 
who. through 40 years of his prln- 
clpalshlp have made success in 
various trades and professions, and 
many of whom are now serving 
with the colors In distant lands. 

To have been principal of a coun- 
try school for four decades, teach- 
ing and training tho children and 
grandchildren of his former pupils 

with undiminished success, i ;i u 
rare experience In tho annals of 
Ihe teaching profession. He will 
be remembered not only usi a teach- 
er of youth but as a good citizen. 
Ills life and manner exemplified 
the teachings of Christ, the great- 
est of nil teachers. He was a 
friend of little children, a man 
among men, loved by his friends 
ami respected by nil.

On Township Farms 

Councillors Head Four Zones To Make Harvest 
Help Needs Known, Co-operate With Commandos 



Whitchurch township council 
will call upon farmers to take 
advantage of the farm com- 
mandos being organized in the 
towns and city to help them 
through the haying, hoeing and 
harvesting this summer. At the 
regular meeting on Saturday 
Deputy-Reeve U P. Evans in- 
troduced a resolution establish- 
ing zones, with a chairman for 
each, and ex-Reeve Earl Toole 
as general chairman over the 
township. 

"I think we should take ad- 
vantage of the offer," said Dep- 
uty-Reeve Evans. Councillor 
l4?slic J. Harper strongly backed 
the idea. In a few weeks Clerk 
John Crawford will place notices 
ia the local newspapers indicating 
how to obtain the help, and the 
conditions that will prevail. It 
was understood that each fanner 
would make his own deal with 
the help obtained, since some 
city men do not ask pay, while 
others are out to make a dollar 
and probably rightfully demand 
it 

The zones and chairmen were 
set out in the resolution ns fol- 
lows: 

Zone No. 1— Yonge St. to 5th 
con., south of Aurora sideroad. 
L. P. Evans, chairman. 

Zone No. 2 — Aurora road north 
to townline, Yonge St. to 5th con. 
L. J. Harper, chairman. 

Zone No. 3— 5th con. to east 
townline to Aurora road. E. 
Logon, chairman. 



Zone No. 4 — 5th con. to cast 
townline, Aurora road to north 
townline.

to cash cheques for strangers." 
Crown Attorney X. I*. Mathews, 
K.C. commented in York county 
police court. Xewmarket, on Tues- 
day, when Pte. Gordon McKay. 
Newmarket military camp, pleaded 
guilty to three charges of cashing; 
worthless cheques in the amount of 
ten dollars each. 

According: to Chief Constable 
James SIoss. rCewniarket, as a re- 
sult of Information received, he 
irrested the defendant and took 

him to the county police head- 
quarter?, where in the presence of 
Constable Edward Major he ques- 
tioned him and received a state- 
ment from him. 

"Will you give us the facts in 
each case?" the crown asked the 
police officer. 

' On Sunday, May 9. Mr. McKay 
went to the florist store of Mrs. 
Perrin in Xewroarket, where he 
cashed a cheque for ten dollars." 
testified the officer.. -He received 
the full amount in cash. When 
luestioned he identified the cheque 
Jwhich was exhibited in court) as 
being the one that he had passed." 

"Did he say why he cashed the 
cheques?" asked the crown. 

"I questioned him why he cashed 

them and he said that a chap was 

supposed to put $30 in the Toronto 

bank for him." replied the witness. 

"He also admitted cashing a cheque 

for S10 at the feed store of A. E. 
Starr." 

"Did he buy anything there?" 
"No. he received all cash." 
Asked by the crown if Mr. 
McKay bad any account In the 
banks on which the cheques were 
drawn. Chief Sloss said the defend- 
ant had not accounts at either 
bank. 

J. R. Knowles, Aurora merchant. 
told his worship that he had cashed 
a cheque for $10 for the defendant. 

"He said that he had money In 
the bank In Aurora," stated Mr. 
Knowles. 

"Did the accused buy anything?" 
asked the crown. 

"No, I Just cashed the cheque," 
replied the witness. 

Appearing for the defendant, 
Lieut. W. E. Undsey told his wor- 
ship that this was the defendant's 
first appearance In court and that 
during his six weeks in camp had 
had a good record, with the excep- 
tion of one offence, that of being 
away without leave. He added that 
Mr. McKay had about two more 
weeks to spend at the Newmarket 
camp before going to advanced 
military training and thence over- 
seas, where he was anxious to go. 

"I am going to remand you In 
custody of the army officer for one 
week and see what restitution has 
been made in that time." Magis- 
trate W. E. McIIvecn told the 
accused. 

Pleading guilty to a charge of 
stealing $16 from tho till of an 
Aurora business man, an Ifc-ycar- 
old Xewmarket youth was given a 
suspended sentence and placed on 
probation for one year. 

Chief Sloss testified that on June 
U as a result of a complaint, he 
searched the youth and found on 
him a marked two-dollar bill which 
had been in the till. He said that 
the youth made a statement in 
which he acknowledged the theft. 

"I might say that the boy was 
very truthful," stated the officer. 

"How long has he been working 
for you?" his worship asked the 
proprietor. 

"iSinco some time last fall," was 
the reply. "He Is a good worker 
and I am prepared to keep him In 
my employ. I never had trouble 
with him before/* 

"Because your employer wishes 
to keep you on as his employee and 

because «f your youth and it being 
your flist offence, I am going to 
put you on probation for one 
year," Magistrate McIIvecn told the 
youth. "But you'll have to make 
restitution. Pay three dollars a 
week out of your pay and also pay 
costs 'amounting to §13. There Is 
no reason why the county should 
pay the costs; of this prosecution."

Clean up the goods that you have 
forgotten about." 

He told of a merchant who -at- 
tended a wartime prices and 
trade board meeting recently and 
had since "salvaged'' $1,100 from 
goods that he didn't know he 
had, and that he had another 
$1,100 still to salvage 

"Reduce or eliminate credit. 
Don't sell more goods than you 
can buy. Keep within your 
quota. - If you can sell your 
quota in four hours a day, don't 
keep open longer. 

"If you say definitely no 

credit, don't be afraid of one 

customer being annoyed. There 

are ten behind him with cash in 

their pockets. 

•'Store hours should be reduc- 
ed. The farmer has always been 
the 'bugbear/ Mr. Farmer would 
have to change his habits. In- 
stead of going to the picture 
show, and then doing his shop- 
ping at five minutes to 12, he will 
shop and then go to the picture 
show. And merchants will have 
the time that is rightfully theirs. 

"If you haven't a retail mer- 
chants' association in this com- 
munity, I suggest that immed- 
iately you get together. You 
can't get a solution to these war- 
time problems without being or- 
ganized." 

A merchants' organization 
should get together and then 
publicize their aims. For in- 
stance, Mr. MacLeod said, "there 
is no need to wait until Satur- 
day for bargains. There are just 
as good bargains on any other 

day, Monday to Friday." 

Mr. Bowser welcomed the 
Aurora merchants present. There 
used to be less good feeling be- 
tween the towns, he said, but 
now "we begin to like Aurora 
merchants. And Aurora merch- 
ants, I believe, begin to like us." 
Mr. Bowser called on Council- 
lor A. N. Fisher, Aurora, a form- 
er president of the Aurora board 
of trade. 

"I am sorry to say that we are 
not as active in our retail branch 
as we should be," said Mr.

Answers to Questions Concerning the 

AIR CADETS 

Q: Who may join the Air Cadets? 

A: Any boy between the ages of 14 and 17 may enrol. There is no 
enlistment. 

A: Is an Air Cadet liable to be forced into the R.C.A.F.? 
A: Definitely not. The following is to be added to the parents* 
declaration; "and I understand that no Air Cadet, as such, shall be 
liable to compulsory service in the R.C.A.F. in any emergency." 
Q: Can an Air Cadet join the R.C.A.F.? 

A: Yes, when he becomes 1714 years of age, but.only with the writ- 
ten consent of his parents. 

Q: Can an Air Cadet be called up into the armed services? 

A: No; the Cadet is written off the strength of the unit al age 18 and 
the military call-up age is 19. 

Q: Are there any charges an Air Cadet must pay? 

A: No, the uniform, except boots and socks, is supplied by the spons- 
ors of the squadron. A Cadet may subscribe to the Air Cadet mag- 
azine at 50 cents per annum, 

Q; Can an AiP Cadet resign from the Aif GadeU? 

A: Yes, at any time. 

Q: What subjects are taken by the Air Cadets? 

A: The basic course is, first year, Administration, Mathematics, Air- 
craft Recognition, Signals and Drill; second year, Navigation,. 
Meteorology, Mathematics, Signals and Drill. 

Q: How much time is required by this course? 

A: Two evenings of two hours each per week for 38 weeks per yeajrl 

Q: From whom may further information on the Air Cadets be ob- 
tained? 

A: From any of the squadron's officers. 
Hand in "Application for Enrolment" sheet to Canadian National 

Express office now and keep the medical examination sheet until 
the formation of the squadron in the fall when all Cadets will be. 
examined.

Gladmah at the Canadian National Express office.
